In 1860 he was appointed by the Methodist 
‘hureh to the chairmanship of the vast district comprising Oxford 
House on Lake Winnipeg, White Fish Lake and Edmonton, 
The original church building erected in 1871 now stands at the 
back of Alberta College’ North and is used as a dormitory. 
Rev. George McDougall perished on the plains north of Calgary 


in December, 1875.

Dominion Will Have Revenue Of 


Over $3,000,000 From Resources 
Alta. This Year; Subsidy $650,000 


Calgary, Alta, Dec.. 3.—Revenue 
from the natural resources of Alber- 
ta collected by the Dominion govern- 
ment in the year 1920 will approxim- 


ate and may exceed $3,000000, ac- 
cording to estimates given to the 
Canadian Presse here by Attorney- 


General J, R.' Boyle. In return the 
province is getting this year the eum 
of approximately $650,000 from the 
federal subsidy. 

“We wovld certainly be willing to 
go into the matter of the return of 
the natural resources to the prevince 
on the basis of an accounting,” said 
Mr. Boyle. The attorney general 
was in the city only a short time, on 
hie way to Vancouver, where he will 
be for a few days on government 
business. When Mr. Boyle was asked 
whether Alberta was contemplating 
taking action in the courts. as sug-~- 
gested by Manitcha, tc secover, the 
natural resources of the weatern pro- 


vinces, he talked at considerable 
length on the subject. The g'st of 
his remarks was that the provincial 
movernment preferred to exhaust 
methods of negaiation first, but if 


foreéed to do so, might choose some 
other course, \ 
Million in One Oil Rush 

Aming other things, Mr. pvyie 
pointed out that fn the firet sl! rueh 
in Southern Alberta, the federal gov- 
ernment took in much snore than a 
milion dollars in revenue from oil 
leases. With the new oil rush on in 
the north, the attorney-general esti- 
mates that the federal government 
will take in more than a mittion dol- 
jars and more Mkely two million dol- 
lare from that source this year. 

“All that alberta asks je to be 
placed on an equality with the other 
provinces of Canada, all the provinces 
except Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta controling their own natural 
resources. Our coal output in Al-

Toronto, Dec. 3.—President A. A. 
Powers of the United Farmers of On- 
tarlo Co-Operative company, appear- 
ta before the Dominion tariff com- 
mission today, asking for tariff re- 
fluctions to give the farmers greater 
prosperity. He claimed that  pro- 
tected industries did not endeavor to 
fevelop export business. 

Sir Henry Drayton challenged this 
etatement, saying that Mr. Powers 
had apperently not sufficiently stud- 
i@4 the situation. 

Mr. Powers admitted that his or- 
tanization exported practically all 
the eggs it controlled, but was im- 
orting eggs from the United States 
‘or sale here. Five cars of cheap 
ters were recently bought in Minnea- 
poiis; forty carloads are now being 
Shipped from Ontario to United States 
purchasers. 

r. Powers explained that his com- 


pany bought the Ontario eggs at 
summer prices, put them in cold 
riorage and sold them when egea 
were scarce. 

In answer to a suggestion from 
Chairman Drayton as to whether 


the organization was doing right in 
hoarding eggs. Mr. Powers denied 
that they had hoarded anything, but 
told storage could be abused al- 
(hough in itself it was a good thing.
